That press conierence was transerited by the “hite House and made available to 
the press hours berore the eastern morning papers went to press, at about 4 the afternoon 
of the assassination.

Oswald and nobody else. It was Imown that he was behind the President, not in front of 
hime Thus with Owald the lone person arrested if the press had treated whatte erry and
